Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention shows unexpected results over the closest prior art. 
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Applicants claim a thermoplastic composition comprising a polyamide matrix and 
two additives including a first additive of a polycarboxylic acid and a second additive of 
a hyperbranched polyamide. Rhodianyl (FR 2 833 603 A1) discloses the polyamide 
matrix with an obvious variant of the hyperbranched polyamide additive while 
Takashima et al (US 6,31 9,575 B1 ) discloses the polyamide matrix with the 
polycarboxylic acid additive. However, Applicants have shown that the claimed genus 
of additives when used in combination results in a composition having much lower 
viscosity and only moderately reduced impact strength compared to the composition 
with no additives. This is unexpected since the polyamide matrix with only one of the 
two additives shows significantly reduced impact strength. See Table 2 in the 
specification. The unexpected results are commensurate in scope with the claimed 
composition because the claimed composition requires this inherent property to be 
present and the disclosed genus of each additive is narrowly claimed.
